the gift o f Go d, 
eternal 
life. 
He 
tho ught that he m ust have m erited 
this by his faithful attentio n to the 
Law. 
Yet he knew that he had no t 
attained to eternal 
life, 
th at 
the 
death sentence was still up o n him. 
He so ught co unsel o f 
the 
greatest 
Rabbi, the greatest Teacher. 
T hat 
Teacher lo ved so earnest a sp irit and 
p ro ffered him advice o n w hat he still 
lacked o f co ming fully up to Go d’s 
requirem ents o f tho se who 
will 
be 
granted a p lace 
in 
the 
M essianic 
Kingdo m, which in “due tim e’ is to 
bless Israel and, thro ugh Israel, all 
th|e families o f the earth. 
In no uncertain term s the M aster 
gave the yo ung man 
to 
see 
th at 
while he had been keep ing, p ro bably 
to the best o f his ability, 
the 
co m­ 
m andm ents o f the decalo gue, he had 
o nly im p erfectly discerned the mean­ 
ing o f the Divine requirem ent o f lo ve 
fo r his neighbo r as fo r himself. 
The 
yo ung man was very rich. 
And to 
fuim r the requirem ents o f the Law 
to lo ve fiis neighbo r as himself wo uld 
have 
m eant 
no t 
the 
ho arding 
o f 
wealth, no r necessarily the distribu­ 
tio n o f it all, but the wise use o f it 
in the interest o f 
his 
fello wmen. 
Bui to gain a share in the Kingdo m 
wo uld require even mo re than this. 
He m ust take up his cro ss and be­ 
co me a fo llo wer o f Jesus—walking in 
the step s o f full o bedience 
to ^ the 
Divine will. 
The p rice was to o much 
fo r the yo ung man, and he went his 
way. .Jesus merely 
answered 
t)ie 
questio n but did no t urge the yo ung 
man to thus p resent himself a !iving 
sacrifice to Go d and his service. 
I» - 
deed in no ^ s e did Jesus ever do 
mo re than invite—never did he urge. 
Gn the co ntrary he advised. Sit do wn 
Urst and co unt the co st o f discip le- 


ship . 
W hat co uld we surmise resp ecting 
the eternal destiny o f this yo ung man 
who had been striving so earnestly to 
keep the Law and to gain eternal life, 
and who turned fro m Jesus and de­ 
clined to take up the cro ss and fo b 
cw him? 
Co uld we sup p o se that Di­ 
vine Justice wo uld send such a man 
to eternal to rm ent under these co ndi- 
l io ns? 
If there were such a p enalty 
o ver him co uld we sup p o se that Jesus 
w’o uld Rave allo wed him to go with­ 
o ut urging him strenuo usly, witho ut 
at least warning him, that 
by 
his 
co urse he was making the cho ice o f 
eternal to rm ent? 
Can we sup p o se 
that o ur M aster knew that all the 
ieo p le who m he addressed and w'ho 
failed to accep t his message wo uld 
be co nsequently co nsigned to eternal 
to rture, and that he 
let 
them 
so 
witho ut urging the m atter up o n them? 
We co uld no t so thing! 
Thank Go d 
we are , gradually getting free fro m 
the bo ndage o f erro r fastened up o n 
us by tho se who m istranslated cer­ 
tain wo rds in o ur Bible. 
We get thg p ro p er view when we 
remember that Jesus message at that 
time w a s-“The Go sp el o f the King­ 
do m.” 
He was merely inviting who ­ 
ever m ight have the ear to hear and 
the heart to ap p reciate the p rivilege 
to beco me asso ciated with himself in 
the glo rio us Kingdo m fo r which he 
to ld his discip les to p ray, “Thy King­ 
do m co me; thy will be do ne o n earth 
as it is do ne in heaven.” W hat the 
rich yo ung man lo st was the sp ecial 
p rivilege o f beco ming a 
jo int 
heir 
with Christ in that Kingdo m which, 
in due time, will be established and 
who se missio n will be the blessing 
o f Israel and the wo rld. It will bring 
to them “tim es o f restitutio n o f all 
things which Go d hath sp o ken by the 
m o uth o f all the ho ly p ro p hets since 
the wo rld began” (Acts iii, 19-21). 
“ He Who m Tho u Lo v est Is 
Sick.” 
Our text stands related to a very 
wo nderful chap ter in o ur Lo rd’s min­ 
istry. 
Jesus with his discip les was 
abo ut three days’ Jo urney fro m Beth­ 
any, the ho me o f Lazarus, M artha and 
•Mary. 
But they knew his where­ 
abo uts, fo r he' was a sp ecial friend 
and their ho me, was his ho me when- 
.ever he was near Jerusalem . Lazarus 
to o k • serio usly ill. 
But the tw’o sis­ 
ters, M artha and Mary, fearei no th 
ing, since they had such great co nfi 
denee In Jesus, even to belief in his 
ability 
to 
awaken 
sleep ers fro m 
death. 
They th o u gh t*it p ro p er to 
send the M aster wo rd resp ecting Laz­ 
arus, but no t p ro p er to dictate to 
him w hat sho uld be do ne in the case. 
R ather they left to himself to decide 
whether he sho uld sp eak the wo rd 
and rebuke the disease o r whether 
he sho uld co me to Bethany and take 
the sici^by the hand and say. Arise. 
The simp le message they sent was, 
“Lo rd, he who m tho u lo vest is sick.**| 
The beautiful, childlike, simp le faith ^ 


which they exhibited m ust have beeujj 
very p recio us in the M aster’s sight. ^ 
Nevertheless Jesus said no thing, and 
did no thing in the m atter fo r three 
days. 
Then ho said to his discip les,^ 
“Our friend I^zarus'sleep eth.” 
Theyj 
did no t grasp his meaning until he ^ 
said to them p lainly, Lazarus is dead; 
and I am glad fo r yo ur sakes That I 
was no t there. 
I am glad because it 
w ill give me an o p p o rtunity to dem­ 
o nstrate to yo u and thro ugh yo u to 
all who shall be my discip les in the 
future the great p o wer o f Go d th at is 
vested in me in resp ect to the resur­ 
rectio n o f the dead. 
All Bible students surely have no ­ 
ticed ho w fre'Tiiently in the Scrip tures 
the wo rd “sleep ” is used as a p o eti­ 
cal syno nym 
fo r 
death. 
Abraham 
slep t with his fathers. 
David slep t* 
with his fathers. 
Pro p hets, p riests 
and kings are said to have slep t with 
their fathers, whether go o d o r bad. 
Likewise 
the 
New Testam ent uses 
the same figure o f sp eech. 
W e read 
that St. Step hen the m artyr, sto ned 
to 
death, 
“fell 
asleep .” 
St. Paul 
sp eaks o f the church as falling asleep 
in death and refers to 
all 
o f

Germany possesses a miniature but 
most useful railway to which no par­ 
allel is found in this country. Its pe­ 
culiarity Is that Its trains hav e no 
driv ers.

The 
trains consist o f thirty trucks, each 
carrying half a ton of salt. The en­ 
gines
